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'Economics'  still 
closing  down 
pharmacies 

At  least  287  pharmacies  in  Great  Britain  closed  during  1971 
for  economic  reasons,  according  to  a  report  prepared  for 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council. 
That  figure  represents  60  per 


cent  of  the  closures  during  the 
year.  As  previously  stated 
(C&D.  January  22,  p  90)  there 
was  a  net  fall  in  the  number  of 
pharmacies  of  279  in  1971 — 
for  England  alone  the  decrease 
was  186,  and  for  London  47. 

Forty  pharmacies  in  the 
South  and  West  closed  down 
for  partly  economic  reasons 
(that  is,  not  affected  by  death 
or  retirement  of  owner).  That 
represented  43-9  per  cent  of  the 
closures  in  the  region.  About 
the  same  percentage  occurred 
in  East  Angha,  Midlands  and 
North  London.  Reasons  for 
most  of  the  closings  in  Wales 
are  not  known. 

From  the  time  of  the  take- 
over by  Boots  of  Timothy 
Whites  &  Taylors,  rationalisa- 
tion of  the  businesses  has  meant 
the  closure  of  many  former 
pharmacies,  but  the  number  is 
sihown  to  be  falling  off  in  the 
latest  figures. 

Whereas  in  1969  they 
accounted  for  over  31  per  cent 
of  total  closures  and  in  1970 
for  22-7  per  cent  they  accounted 
for  20  per  cent  in  1971. 

The  highest  percentage  de- 
crease (4  per  cent)  for  any 
county  was  in  Gloucestershire. 
Hertfordshire  and  London  each 
registered  a  3  2  per  cent  fall. 

Police  station 
into  pharmacy 

Alterations  to  the  former 
police  station  at  Winchburgh, 
West  Lothian,  to  provide  the 
district  with  a  chemist's  shop 
are  now  going  ahead.  The 
premises  have  been  let,  for  five 
years,  to  Mr  J.  T.  Proctor,  of 
South  Queensferry. 

When  the  application  for 
change  of  use  of  the  premises 
to  a  chemist's  shop  came 
before  the  planning  authority 
it  was  opposed  by  the  county 
planning  officer  on  the  grounds 
that  it  was  on  the  "wrong 
side"  of  the  village  and  would 
create  a  traffic  hazard.  How- 
ever, a  local  councillor's 
opposition  to  the  planning 
officer's  recommendation  for 
refusal  was  successful. 


IV  inquiry: 
autoclave 
is  blamed 

The  batch  of  intravenous  fluids 
linked  with  five  deaths  at  a 
Plymouth  hospital  was  pro- 
cessed in  an  autoclave  with  a 
faulty  temperature  recorder, 
the  Government  inquiry  into 
the  incident  was  told  on  Tues- 
day. 

Counsel  for  the  inquiry,  Mr 
John  Spokes,  said  that  if  the 
temperature  was  not  being 
recorded  on  April  6,  1971, 
when  the  batch  was  processed, 
the  autoclave  should  not  have 
been  used. 

Records  indicated  that  for 
15  months  before  and  after 
that  date,  there  were  about 
70  occasions  when  recorders 
were  not  working  on  some  of 
the  six  autoclaves  in  the 
section. 

Mr  Anthony  Graham-Dixon, 
for  Evans  Medical  Ltd,  the 
manufacturers,  said  the  com- 
pany accepted  that  a  propor- 
tion of  the  bottles  in  the  sub- 
batch  were  incompletely  steri- 
lised because  autoclaving  had 
not  been  completed  satisfac- 
torily. Since  there  was  no 
reason  to  suspect  that  the 
bottles  had  not  been  autoclaved 
for  the  required  period  of  40 
minutes,  the  inference  was  that 
the  required  temperature  of 
240  F  had  not  been  reached 
and  held  for  the  full  40 
minutes. 

Mr  J.  B.  Cooper,  head  of 
Evans  Medical  production  ser- 
vices, said  he  had  reported  on 
the  autoclaves  in  1966  and  re- 
commended a  modification  to 
aid  air  exclusion,  which  might 
be,  marginally,  a  weak  point 
in  the  cycle.  This  work  had 
been  carried  out. 

Mr  Dougall  McLellan,  the 
company's  chief  engineer,  in- 
dicated that  the  "obsolescence" 
of  the  recorders  had  been  dis- 
cussed but  referred  only  to  the 
fact  that  they  were  going  out 
of  manufacture  and  therefore 
might  be  difficult  to  service. 

The  committee  chairman. 
Mr  Cecil  Clothier,  noted  that

there  were  no  maintenance 
records  for  the  autoclaves  in 
recent  years.  Mr  McLellan 
replied  that  shortage  of  staft" 
had  prevented  the  data  being 
entered  on  the  record  cards. 

Mr  Spokes  had  said  earlier 
that  only  one  man  had  been 
available  to  supervise  the 
sterilisation  process  on  the  day 
in  question. 

On  Wednesday,  the  inquiry 
was  told  by  Mr  P.  Murphy,  a 
charge-hand,  that  he  had  seen 
recorder  charts  showing  only 
230°F.  He  did  not  know  that 
the  dial  thermometer  did  not 
give  any  valuable  information. 

Education  in 
management 

In  choosing  to  discuss  the 
subject  of  pharmacy  manage- 
ment, the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Students'  Association  has 
initiated  something  which 
could  have  been  done  by  senior 
members  of  the  profession  res- 
ponsible for  guiding  pharma- 
ceutical education. 

That  was  the  contention  of 
Dr  T.  G.  Booth,  of  the 
Pharmacy  Research  Unit, 
University  of  Bradford,  speak- 
ing in  Cardiff  on  Tuesday. 

Addressing  the  140  partici- 
pants at  this  year's  BPSA 
conference,  Dr  Booth  said  that 
the  Education  Committee  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
could  have  provided  a  lead  in 
the  matter.  What  was  undoubt- 
edly needed,  he  maintained, 
was  a  thorough  discussion  of 
this  aspect  of  undergraduate 
and  postgraduate  education. 

Dr  Booth  believed  that  with 


the  Society's  encouragement 
the  schools  of  pharmacy  could 
develop  a  new  line  of  study 
and  in  return  reap  the  benefits 
of  a  membership  better  aware 
of  its  function  in  society,  its 
responsibility  to  the  community 
and  its  future  role  and 
objective. 

New  training 
register 

The  1971-72  edition  of  the  De- 
partment of  Employment's  an- 
nual Training  Research  Regis- 
ter lists  over  350  current  and 
recently  completed  projects  in, 
or  closely  related  to,  training. 

The  register  is  designed  to 
keep  training  specialists  in- 
formed of  current  research  ac- 
tivities and  assist  them  to  identi- 
fy those  in  their  own  particular 
spheres  of  interest. 

As  in  previous  editions,  the 
classified  section  lists  research 
projects  under  a  title,  followed 
by  a  brief  abstract  of  objectives 
and  procedures;  location  and 
principal  investigators;  period 
of  research;  and  the  sponsors.

EC10  restriction 
on  Stomahesive 

The  Central  NHS  (Chemist 
Contractors)  Committee  point 
out  that  Stomahesive  may  not 
be  prescribed  on  Form  EClO 
and,  if  supplied  against  a 
National  Health  prescription, 
payment  will  be  disallowed  by 
the  Pricing  Bureaux. 
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New  oxygen 
arrangements 
for  Scotland 

A  revised  system  of  payments 
for  the  domiciliary  oxygen 
therapy  service  came  into 
effect  in  Scotland  on  April  1. 

Chemists  on  the  "oxygen  list" 
are  now  authorised  to  hold  the 
number  of  lightweight  single 
unit  oxygen  sets  and  stands 
notified  to  the  Council  as  being 
in  their  possession. 

If  a  chemist  wishes  to  be 
added  to  the  list  or  to  increase 
the  number  of  sets  or  stands 
which  he  holds,  he  should  make 
application  to  the  Council  with 
an  indication  of  the  number  of 
sets  and  stands  or  additional 
sets  or  stands  which  he  pro- 
poses to  hold.  If  the  Council 
after  consultation  with  the  local 
pharmaceutical  and  medical 
committees  are  satisfied  that 
the  sets  and  stands  available  are 
insufficient  to  provide  an  ade- 
quate service  in  the  light  of 
demands  made  on  it  they  will 
authorise  an  increase. 

Chemists  should  also  inform 
the  Council  if  they  wish  to 
withdraw  from  the  oxygen  list 
or  if  there  is  a  reduction  in 
the  number  of  sets  or  stands 
which  they  hold. 

The  new  arrangements  pro- 
vide that  chemists  will  receive 
a  hire-rental  for  each  set  and 
stand  authorised  and  held  and 
a  fee  for  each  item  prescribed, 
on-cost  being  payable  on  cylin- 
ders and  additional  masks 
supplied.  Delivery  and  urgent 
fees  and  allowances  have  been 
revised.

Discretion  urged 
in  barbiturates 
prescribing 

A  call  for  more  discretion  in  the  prescription  of  hypnotic 
drugs,  particularly  barbiturates,  might  achieve  a  response 
similar    to    that    resulting    from    the    voluntary    ban  on 
amphetamine  prescribing. 
That  is  suggested  in  a  report 
on  misuse  of  drugs  produced 
by  a  subcommittee  appointed 
by  the  Consultative  Committee 
of  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
in  Scotland. 

The  report,  the  second  by 
the  subcommittee,  discusses  an 
analysis  of  a  10  per  cent  sample 
of  EClO  forms  which  showed 
that  although  prescriptions  for 
barbiturates  declined  in  1968-9 
and  rose  again  slightly  in  1970, 
prescribing  of  non-barbiturate 
hypnotics,  particularly  nitraze- 
pam and  methaqualone,  con- 
tinued to  increase.  There  was 
an  overall  increase  in  hypnotic 
prescriptions  of  8  per  cent  be- 
tween 1967-70. 

Nitrazepam,  says  the  report, 
is  not  misused  and  is  relatively 
harmless  in  overdosage.  To 
substitute  it  for  other  hypnotics 
"seems  to  carry  advantages," 
it  is  suggested. 

The  prescription  analysis 
showed  a  continued  decline  in 
the  prescribing  of  ampheta- 
mines, but  the  subcommittee 
found  that  prescribing  of  phen- 
metrazine  had  io  fact  risen, 
though  only  one  case  of  addic- 
tion was  reported  as  seeking 
treatment  at  an  addiction 
centre. 


The  subcommittee  could  give 
no  explanation  why  a  large 
mcrease  in  the  number  of  noti- 
fied addicts  should  be  accounted 
for  by  a  higher  proportion  of 
addiction  to  narcotic  drugs 
other  than  heroin  and  metha- 
done than  is  currently  found  in 
England. 

However,  they  were  told  by 
witnesses  that  within  the  month 
or  so  of  drugs  being  stolen 
from  a  pharmacy  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  per- 
sons claiming  to  be  addicts  and 
seeking  treatment  at  the  addic- 
tion centres.  It  is  suggested 
that  the  proceeds  of  a  phar- 
macy break-in  are  more  likely 
to  be  morphia  and  manufac- 
tured narcotics  than  heroin,  and 
that  when  the  thieves  run  out 
of  supplies,  users  may  suffer 
withdrawal  symptoms  suffici- 
ently uncomfortable  to  per- 
suade them  to  seek  some  form 
of  treatment. 

In  England  it  is  thought  that 
imported  black  market  heroin 
is  more  readily  available. 

Also  reported  is  the  "sniffing" 
of  solvents,  glues  and  hair 
sprays,  and  the  report  suggests 
that  steps  might  be  taken  by 
retailers'  associations  to  get 
members   to   exercise  "discre- 


tion" in  the  quantities  they  sell 
to  young  people — as  do  phar- 
macists. 

For  the  first  time,  the  sub- 
committee took  evidence  from 
the  Scottish  Department  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
the  report  sets  out  the  ways  in 
which  the  Department  suggested 
doctors  could  help  prevent 
abuse  of  controlled  drugs. 
These  were : 

□  Prescriptions  for  scheduled 
drugs  to  be  written  by  the  doc- 
tor signing,  not  a  receptionist. 

□  Total  amount  prescribed  to 
be  written  in  words,  or  figures 
closely  circled. 

□  In  partnership  practices, 
guarding  against  patients  who 
"ring  the  change"  on  partners 
to  get  prescriptions  more  fre- 
quently. 

The  subcommittee's  main  con- 
clusion is  that  the  professions 
and  services  involved  in  com- 
bating drug  abuse  should  keep 
each  other  fully  informed,  pre- 
ferably through  effective  liaison 
committees.  It  is  pointed  out 
that  measures  such  as  drug 
security,  disposal  of  unwanted 
medicines  and  improved  stan- 
dards in  the  prescribing  of  drugs 
can  only  be  suggested — rather 
than  recommended — since  they 
depend  upon  "the  good  will 
and  commonsense  of  everyone 
concerned."

Aerosol  Growth 
during  1971 

The  number  of  aerosols  filled 
in  the  United  Kingdom  in  1971 
increased  by  15  per  cent  to  349 
million  units,  the  British  Aero- 
sol Manufacturers'  Association 
report. 

Mr  H.  L.  Merrett.  chairman 
of  the  association,  comments: 
"Despite  poor  economic  con- 
ditions in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  the  aerosol  industry  has 
managed  to  show  a  further  gain 
in  production.  Members  of 
BAMA  fill  about  86  per  cent 
of  the  country's  production  and 
it  is  hoped  that  by  increasing 
the  number  of  members  this 
proportion  can  be  improved". 

The  leading  category  has 
always  been  hairsprays  and 
1971  was  no  exception  with  116 
million  units  filled  against  101 
million  in  1970.  The  category 
that  showed  the  biggest  gain  in 
1971  was  personal  deodorants 
and  anti-perspirants.  They  leapt 
from  12-5  milHon  in  1968  to 
24  million  in  1969,  to  48  mil- 
lion in  1971. 

Pharmaceuticals  and  medici- 
nal aerosols  filled  went  up  by 
one  million  to  9-5  million. 
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New  evidence  to 
support  safety  of 
hexachlorophane 

Givaudan  Corporation  have  presented  new  evidence  to  the 
US  Food  and  Drug  Administration  to  support  the  safety 
record  of  hexachlorophane.  The  company  say  their  continu- 
ing toxicological  programme  has  shown  the  hexachlorophane 
level  in  regular  users  is  nowhere  near  the  toxic  level  found 
in  long-term  feeding  studies. 

public  health  from  the  elimina- 
tion of  hexachlorophane.  The 
risks  from  continued  use  of 
hexachlorophane  are  highly 
speculative;  the  risks  from  re- 
stricting the  use  of  hexachloro- 
phane are  known." 


In  answer  to  FDA  concern  over 
exposure  to  hexachlorophane 
in  the  general  population, 
Givaudan  have  employed  inde- 
pendent laboratories  to  conduct 
blood  analyses  on  random 
samples  of  the  population.  Each 
person  was  questioned  as  to 
which  cosmetics  and  soaps  were 
used  on  a  regular  basis.  Of  the 
first  200  persons  tested,  over 
90  per  cent  had  blood  levels 
below  OOSppm.  The  highest 
level  was  one  individual  at 
0-109ppm,  and  the  average  was 
O-025ppm.  "These  values  are 
far  below  what  was  found 
through  exaggerated  or  misuse 
of  products  and  quoted  in  the 
press." 

Givaudan  also  challenged 
the  FDA  interpretation  of  some 
animal  studies  and  have  com- 
piled new  data  which,  they  say, 
indicates  a  large  safety  margin 
between  the  no-effect  level  in 
laboratory  animals  and  the 
hexachlorophane  blood  levels 
found  in  the  population. 

The  proposal  to  put  3  per 
cent  hexachlorophane  deter- 
gents or  other  therapeutic  pro- 
ducts on  a  prescription  basis 
deprives  the  general  populace 
of  protection  against  serious 
diseases  caused  by  Staph, 
aureus,  it  is  stated. 

The  proposed  pohcy  state- 
ment also  discourages  the  use 
of  antibacterial  soaps  with  0  75 
per  cent  or  less  of  hexachloro- 
phane by  requiring  cautionary 
labelling  which  could  scare  the 
consumer  away.  "Again,  based 
on  our  blood  level  analyses  on 
the  general  population,  there  is 
a  wide  margin  of  safety." 

Givaudan  say  there  is  no 
evidence  indicating  toxicity  in 
animals  or  humans  from  expo- 
sure to  hexachlorophane  from 
cosmetics  or  other  topical  pre- 
parations. 'Accordingly,  the 
proposed  ban  is  unwarranted. 
We  feel  that  deodorants  and 
other  similar  products  perform 
an  important  social  and  psy- 
chological function  in  the  con- 
sumer market. 

"In  effect,  we  are  balancing 
the  risk  to  the  public  health 
from  the  use  of  hexachloro- 
phane against  the  risk  to  the 


Contraceptives 
on  NHS  plea 

A  working  party  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Obstetricians  and 
Gynaecologists  this  week  called 
for  a  fully  comprehensive  con- 
traceptive service  to  be  estab- 
lished within  the  National 
Health  Service. 

Their  report,  which  deals 
with  unplanned  pregnancies, 
adds:  "Whatever  the  national 
policy  may  be  in  relation  to 
prescription  charges  and 
charges  for  appliances  within 
the  NHS,  it  should  apply 
equally  to  the  prescription  of 
oral  contraceptives  or  the  sup- 
ply of  appliances.  There  should 
be  no  financial  disincentive  to 
the  provision  of  advice  and 
services  by  any  doctor  working 
within  the  NHS." 

But  a  Fabian  Society  pam- 
phlet, "The  Politics  of  the 
Environment",  says  that  NHS 
facilities  must  be  free  because 
a  charge  would  be  a  deterrent 
where  birth  control  was  most 
needed. 

Ban  on  'pyramid 
selling'  company 

Kosoot  Interplanetary  (UK) 
Ltd,  whose  cosmetic  business 
is  said  to  involve  "pyramid  sell- 
ing", was  banned  in  the  High 
Court  on  March  29  from  oper- 
ating its  bank  account. 

Mr  Justice  Megarry  said  it 
would  be  wrong  to  allow  the 
company  to  continue  trading, 
using  its  existing  methods,  in 
view  of  the  serious  charges 
made  against  it  by  the  Depart- 
ment for  Trade  and  Industry. 

Winding-up  petitions  against 
Koscot  Interplanetary  and  an 
associated  Swiss  company,  Kos- 
cot AG,  have  been  presented 
by    the   Department   "in  the

pubUc  interest".  They  are 
due  to  be  heard  on  June  13. 

The  judge  discharged  an 
order  he  made  on  Febrary  14 
allowing  the  company  to  make 
restricted  use  of  its  bank 
account.  Normally,  as  soon  as 
a  winding-up  petition  is  pre- 
sented, a  company's  bank 
account  is  frozen.  Koscot  In- 
terplanetary sought  to  have  the 
restriction  removed,  but  later 
expressed  itself  satisfied  with 
the  order. 

The  Department  for  Trade 
and  Industry  then  applied  to 
have  the  restriction  order  res- 
cinded on  the  ground  that  the 
company  was  conducting  a 
fraudulent  business.  The  judge 
said  he  was  far  from  satisfied 
that  the  Department  had  estab- 
lished a  prima  facie  case  of 
imsolvency  against  the  company, 
but  it  had  established  a  strong 
prima  facie  case  that  it  was 
expedient  in  the  public  interest 
that  the  company  should  be 
wound-up. 

Camera  sales  in 
third  quarter 

Sales  of  still  cameras  and  pro- 
jectors in  the  third  quarter  of 
1971  by  United  Kingdom 
manufacturers  totalled  just  over 
£lm  and  sales  of  cine  cameras 
and  projectors,  £107,000.  The 
value  of  respective  imports 
were  £2-76m  and  £l-21m  while 
exports  were  £2-63m  and 
£529,000. 

The  statistics  are  contained 
in  a  recent  Business  Monitor 
published  by  the  Department 
of  Trade  and  Industry. 

'More  small 
businesses' 

The  Government's  policies  to- 
wards small  firms  will  result 
eventually  in  small  businesses 
growing  in  number  and  strength 
and  in  their  taking  up  employ- 


ment where  other  industries  de 
chne,  Mr  Nicholas  Ridley,  th 
Parliamentary  Under  Secretary!

'DITB  levy  for 
two  more  years' 

Whatever  emerges  eventually  in 
the  form  of  Government  legis- 
lation on  training  boards,  the 
statutory  duties  imposed  on  the 
Distributive  Industry  Training 
Board  will  continue  for  at  least 
two  more  years,  says  the  direc- 
tor. Lord  Mottistone,  in  a  recent 
edition  of  Training  Times. 

Postal  charges 
reminder 

Kodak  Ltd  have  issued  a  re- 
minder that  the  GPO  has  in- 
creased postal  charges  on  pack- 
ages weighing  over  2oz,  the 
new  rates  being  4p  for  first- 
class  mail  and  3tP  for  second- 
class  mail. 

Kodak  Super  8  films,  weigh- 
ing 2yOZ,  are  subject  to  the 
new  rate.  At  the  moment,  Super 
8  films  are  being  delayed  in 
transit  while  the  GPO  sort 
out  those  with  insufficient  post- 
age.

Scrutiny  on  ICI 
capital  spending 

Capital  expenditure  by  Imperial 
Chemical  Industries  Ltd  in  1971 
was  about  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  two  years  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  group  will 
this  year  spend  around  £150m, 
said  the  chairman,  Mr  E.  J.

(There  are  still  some  of  us  who  remembei 
a  Lescher.)  And  what  happened  to  the  Butler  of  Willows 
Francis?  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that,  even  if  our  loca 
wholesalers  no  longer  offer  the  range  they  once  did,  it  is  stil 
possible  to  obtain  tamarinds,  elder  flowers,  gentian  root 
myrrh,  olibanum,  guaiacum,  orris  root,  buchu  leaves,  anc 
many  other  "crude"  drugs  which  at  one  time  produced 
delightful  aroma  in  most  pharmacies.

Easter 

Easter  brings  with  it  seasonal  problems,  for  after  the  pressureaj 
of  a  busy  winter,  many  doctors  choose  to  follow  the  nationan 
trend  by  taking  a  break  from  the  daily  round.  That  means  thei 
arrival  in  our  midst  of  the  locum,  and  his  approach  may 
be  different  from  that  of  the  holiday-maker — his  approach  to 
the  same  complaints  totally  at  variance  from  that  to  which 
we  are  accustomed.

Much  laboratory  work,  colour  process- 
ing, for  instance,  involves  the  accurate 
timing  of  a  sequence  of  operations.  4 
minutes  in  the  first  developer  might  be 
followed  by  a  1  minute  wash,  2  minutes  in 
the  hardener,  2  minutes  wash,  1  minute 
second  exposure,  5  minutes  colour 
development  and  so  on.  Having  to  reset 
the  timing  clock  quickly  for  each  new  step 
leads  to  inaccuracies. 

Durst  have  now  produced  a  solution 
to  that  problem  in  the  form  of  their  new 
timer.

At  least  Mr  Walker,  Minister  for  the 
Environment,  has  shown  signs  of  realising 
that  it  is  no  use  clearing  away  pit  heaps 
if  they  are  allowed  to  develop  again.  But 
the  Department  of  Health  has  not  shown 
an  equal  awareness  in  tackling  the  un- 
wanted drug  heaps  that  exist  in  the 
homes  of  the  people  of  this  country; 
heaps  that  constitute  a  greater  menace 
than  the  more  visible  ones  which  blot 
the  landscape. 

Every  week,  in  C&D,  are  reports  of 
collections  of  sometimes  enormous  quan- 
tities of  drugs,  collections  initiated  by  a 
variety  of  well-intentioned  people.  But 
no-one  is  apparently  willing  to  tackle  the 
source  of  these  huge  supplies,  namely 
the  medical  practiitioners  of  our  National 
Health  Service.  The  Council  of  our 
Society  has  rightly  tackled  the  "rogue" 
doctors  with  their  too-frequent  prescrib- 
ing of  addictive  drugs — but  no  word  that 
I  have  seen  of  the  responsibility  of  the 
average  GP  in  these  large  quantities  of 
drugs  in  peoples'  homes.  No  word  either, 
from  the  Central  Contractors  Committee, 
who  indeed  should  have  been  vocal  before, 
as  they  have  a  direct  financial  incentive 
in  this  matter,  as  well  as  a  public  duty! 

Responsibility 

But  the  real  responsibility  lies  with  the 
Department.  Their  puiicy  of  prescription 
charges  has  led  to  enormous  waste,  as 
doctors  find  this  an  excuse  for  the  in- 
crease in  the  numbers  supplied  in  order 
to  save  patients  from  more  charges.  But 
these  same  increases  appear  in  prescrip- 
tions from  which  the  old  and  chronic 
sick  are  exempt  from  charges;  which  would 
lead  one  to  believe  that  apart  from  a 
few  conscientious,  social  minded,  practi- 
tioners, it  is  only  a  method  of  decreasing 
the  numbers  who  visit  their  surgeries.  It 
is  a  fact  of  life,  or  of  death,  that  chronic 
patients  are  now  going  for  months  and 
months  without  seeing  a  doctor,  as  pre- 
scriptions are  written  for  three  or  four 
months'  supply  of  medicine,  and  then 
these  are  repeated  by  a  receptionist,  with- 
out the  patient  seeing  a  doctor. 

This  is  an  amazing  state  of  affairs, 
which  will  be  denied  bv  both  the  doctors 
and  the  Department,  but  one  which  will 
be  confirmed  by  every  pharmacist  in 
general  practice.  Unfortunately  it  will  be 
confirmed  by  them  only  in  private, 
because  a  public  affirmation  of  this  state 
of  affairs  by  a  pharmacist  would  indict 
the  medical  practitioners  in  his  own  area, 
and  this  the  pharmacist  is  understandably 
unwilling  to  do.  So  this  state  of  affairs 
continues,  produced  by  the  medical  practi- 
tioners, aided  by  the  Department,  abetted 
by  their  regional  medical  officers,  and 
revealed  only  by  the  hundreds  and 
thousands  of  unused  and  unwanted  drugs 
which    collect    in    peoples'    homes  and 


which  make  up  the  drug  heaps  whic 
organisations  are  so  proud  to  collec 
When  will  they  demand  action  which  wi 
stop  their  formation? 

Smoke  screen 

Mr  Maddock,  in  your  correspondenc 
columns,  (C&D,  March  18)  claims  that 
have  "anonymously  assassinated"  him 
After  that  1  am  glad  he  is  well  enougl 
to  write  to  the  C&D,  because  the  articl 
was  only  a  gentle  reminder  that  he  wa 
not  being  consistent.  He  asks  if  there  i; 
not  a  great  deal  of  difference  between  at 
initial  practice  allowance  and  a  termina 
practice  allowance.  There  is!  The  initia 
practice  allowance  is  an  arguable  pro 
position  in  order  to  service  areas  other 
wise  unattractive  to  contractors,  but  e 
terminal  allowance,  however  sympathetic 
one  is  to  the  unfortunate  contractor,  is  ■; 
different  matter.  Is  there  not  an  elemeoi 
in  our  remuneration  to  cover  "risk  caps 
tal"?  If  so,  can  you  ask  to  be  paid  twice. 

Mr  Maddock  quotes  from  his  address  to 
the  Grimsby  branch,  "these  pharmacies 
could  then  be  converted  into  part  time 
pharmacies,  or  free  list  merchandisin 
outlets"  (ie,  drug  stores).  That  sounds  to 
me  as  if  existing  pharmacies  would  either 
be  closed  down  or  changed  into  dru 
stores.  There  would  certainly  need  to  have 
been  a  large  fund  then  for  terminal  prac- 
tice allowances,  although  Mr  Maddock 
saw  no  reason  to  advance  the  argument' 
then. 

Question  and  answer 

For  some  time  now  many  prescriptions 
have  come  our  way  with  the  generic 
name,  methyldopa,  used  by  the  prescriber. 
Up  to  now,  there  has  been  no  alternative 
to  supplying  Aldomet.  But  what  of  the 
future?  I  understand  that  there  is  now 
a  cheaper  variety  available,  and  it  may 
well  be  that  on  open  scripts  we  shall  be 
paid  for  the  cheaper  variety.  So  far,  so 
good.  But  Aldomet  is  an  easily  recognised 
tablet,  and  what  shall  we  pharmacists  tell 
our  customers  when  they  ask  why  a 
different  tablet  has  been  supplied,  when 
the  prescription,  calling  for  methyldopa, 
has  not  been  altered.  Shall  we  tell  them 
the  truth,  that  we  are  now  forced  to 
supply  a  cheaper  variety  of  the  same 
<irug,  and  what  will  be  their  response? 

Will  they  insist  on  taking  the  script 
back  to  the  doctor,  to  have  methyldopa 
changed  to  Aldomet,  or  will  they  think 
Chat  we,  the  pharmacists,  are  seeking  to 
cheat  the  Health  Service?  What  exactly 
should  we  say?  A  reply  from  the  Depart- 
ment is  eagerly  awaited.

Numbered  with  the  Saints? 

This  week,  Maries  &  Spencer  introduce  a  range  of  "family" 
toiletries  under  their  St  Michael  brand  label. 

The  range  comprises  toothpaste  (with  and  without  fluoride), 
soap,  deodorants,  antiperspirants,  talcum  powder,  baby 
powder,  tissues  (women's  and  men's),  shampoo  (including 
protein-enriched)  and  hair  spray.  As  is  usual  with  St  Michael 
products,  the  price  structure  is  not  the  lowest  in  the  market — 
but  it  can  be  anticipated  that  each  item  will  live  up  to  the 
boast  that  it  has  been  "carefully  selected,  blended  from  the 
finest  ingredients,  tested  and  re-tested  until  it's  good  enough 
to  carry  the  St  Michael  label — a  label  that's  world  famous 
for  value  and  high  quality". 

Such  a  move  into  a  chemist's  province  must  be  watched 
carefully.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  products  chosen  to  launch 
the  range  represent  a  large  slice  of  the  toiletries  market,  and 
Marks  &  Spencer  have  already  proved  in  other  areas  that 
they  are  a  force  to  be  reckoned  with — far  beyond  their 
apparent  potential  if  number  of  outlets  alone  is  considered. 

As  an  example  we  may  take  the  case  of  tights.  Mr  Oliver 
Kingdom,  managing  director  of  Elbeo  Ltd,  recently  stated 
that  80  per  cent  of  the  entire  fashion  hose  market  is  in  tights. 
So  we  may  take  it  that  most  women  are  potential  customers, 
wherever  they  Uve.  Yet  Marks  &  Spencer  are  said  to  hold 
something  over  a  fifth  of  this  whole  market,  a  remarkable 
achievement  with  only  250  outlets! 

The  inference  is  that  many  women — who,  it  will  be 
remembered,  buy  nearly  all  "family"  toiletries — are  prepared 
to  travel  and  to  plan  ahead  for  their  purchases  if  they  think 
that  the  value  being  offered  by  a  particular  store  cannot  be 
bettered. 


In  the  tights  market,  this  situation  is  being  countered  by 
companies  such  as  Boutique  77  who  are  coming  in  with  a 
comparable  range,  competitively  priced,  through  "quality" 
outlets,  and  with  chemists  particularly  in  mind.  In  a  similar 
way,  independent  chemists  may  need  to  look  again  at  the 
value  of  their  own  toiletries  ranges,  if  the  St  Michael  brand 
achieves  its  object. 

Of  course,  St  Michael  will  often  be  a  more  direct  com- 
petitor with  Boots  brands,  which  have  a  good  "own  label" 
image  in  the  High  Street.  But  enough  effect  would  be  felt  by 
independents  to  stimulate  greater  interest  in  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union's  projected  voluntary  trading  organi- 
sation (VTO). 

Marks  &  Spencer,  it  must  be  recorded,  have  achieved 
their  position  without  resorting  to  price  cutting.  They  set  a 
high  standard,  sell  under  one  brand  label,  and  the  public 
have  reacted  favourably. 

Meeting  the  competition 

The  answer  to  this  form  of  competition  is  to  offer  the 
same  value,  the  same  degree  of  choice  within  a  product 
group — and  offer  it  on  the  customer's  doorstep.  It  is  doubt- 
ful, however,  whether  NPUM  brands  would  ever  achieve 
the  required  measure  of  public  recognition  without  greater 
backing,  both  promotional  and  by  NPU  members,  and  the 
establishment  of  a  more  readily  identifiable  "stockist"  than 
exists  at  present. 

These  are  benefits  offered  by  the  VTO.  We  would  urge 
NPU  members  to  take  the  opportunity  (see  p  469)  to  examine 
in  detail  the  growth  of  the  competition,  and  the  means  being 
put  forward  to  counter  it. 


Losers  again 

Doesn't  it  make  you  sick.  In  today's  issue 
of  the  Daily  Express  I  am  informed  that 
the  doctors  have  won  a  battle  and  that 
chemists  will  have  to  label  bottles  with 
the  name  of  the  contents.  Who  issued 
such  a  statement — no  doubt  it  was  medi- 
callv  inspired  arising  out  of  the  issue  of 
ECN  915. 

Already  we  have  had  customers  saying 
to  our  dispensary  staff  "I  see  you  are 
going  to  have  to  put  the  name  on  the 
label  now". 

Once  again  the  pharmacist  is  made  to 
look  subservient  to  the  medical  prac- 
titioner and  the  impression  is  given  that 
the  latter  is  telling  the  former  what  he  has 
to  do  and  the  pharmacist  has  to  obey. 
Why  couldn't  the  Society  get  in  first  and 
issue  a  statement  closer  to  the  truth  point- 
ing out  that  after  years  of  discussion  as 
equals  the  two  professions  have  agreed  and 
stressing  the  pharmacists  point  of  view. 

I  suppose  we  will  soon  be  reading  of 
the  "doctors'  victory"  over  rural  dispens- 
nig  but  not  a  word  of  the  plight  of  the 
rural  pharmacist,  he  will  be  made  to  look 
the  villain  of  the  piece  who  has  deprived 
the  doctor  of  a  bit  more  money,  but  there 


will  be  no  word  of  sympathy  for  the 
pharmacist  whose  livelihood  disappears. 

Meanwhile  we  read  pages  of  our  leaders 
cavorting  in  Australia  (at  our  expense) 
and  telling  each  other  what  wonderful 
people  they  all  are  but  never  a  word  at 
home  to  let  the  public  know  what  we  are, 
how  we  are  educated,  what  our  functions 
are,  and  the  pittance  we  get  paid. 

My  grocery  trade  friends  can  go  off  for 
the  day  when  they  wish  (no  locum 
required)  they  do  not  have  periodic  visits 
from  an  inspector  to  see  that  they  have 
been  good  boys,  they  are  not  tested  to 
see  they  are  not  cheating  the  Government 
by  dispensing  one  tablet  less  than 
required,  they  can  go  off  to  trade  shows 
during  business  hours  (not  on  half-days 
off)  and  can  take  their  holidays  when  it 
suits  them  and  what  do  they  pay  to  get 
all  this?  Nothing. 

In  order  to  be  denied  these  freedoms, 
to  be  publicly  regarded  as  a  shopkeeper, 
to  be  publicly  regarded  as  the  puppet  of 
the  doctor,  to  be  remunerated  at  less  than 
a  labourer,  I  am  compelled  to  subscribe 
£14  a  year  towards  a  Society  that  seems 
to  conduct  itself  to  its  own  satisfaction 
with  little  thought  for  the  rank  and  file.

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POTUGHT  ON  SUMMING 


Chemists  making 
the  most  of 
meal  replacements 


The  average  family's  intake  of  energy 
foods  dropped  slightly  in  1971,  and  in  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year  there  was  a 
decline  in  the  consumption  of  butter, 
potatoes  and  bread.  The  nation  going  on 
a  crash  slimming  course  at  home?  Hardly, 
but  more  people  become  conscious  of 
the  advantages  of  keeping  their  weight 
within  reasonable  bounds  every  year — and 
every  year  more  "slimmers"  raid  the 
chemist's  shelves  for  support  in  their 
campaign. 

And  it  is  to  the  chemist  that  many 
turn  for  their  supplies,  particularly  in  the 
important  area  of  meal  replacement  pro- 
ducts and  the  "aids"  that  makes  a  restric- 
ted diet  more  tolerable. 

Mr  B.  Richardson,  Unicliffe's  group 
brand  manager,  whose  responsibilities 
cover  Limmits  and  Trimetts,  estimates 
that  the  chemist  controls  three-quarters  of 
the  meal  replacement  market.  In  fact,  he 
says,  it  has  been  a  success  story  from  the 
word  go.  Limmits  never  made  any  claim 
to  be  a  chemist-only  line,  and  grocers 
might  logically  have  cornered  the  market 
— except  that  chemists  took  them  on,  and 
won.  The  explanation,  according  to  Mr 
Richardson,  is  that  they  were  willing  to 
stock  a  full  range  of  products  and 
flavours,  not  just  the  three  or  four  top 
sellers,  thus  giving  the  shopper  the  kind 
of  choice  she  needed  for  something  that 
is  just  what  it  says  it  is:  a  replacement 
meal. 

Bisks  marketing  manager,  Mr  B.  S. 
Godbolt,  couldn't  agree  more  about  the 
need  for  choice.  "A  wide  variety  is 
obviously  essential,"  he  says.  "Tastes  vary 
considerably,  and  the  alternative  varieties, 
both  sweet  and  savoury,  give  the  con- 
sumer the  opportunity  to  vary  her  diet 
within  her  own  likes  and  dislikes." 

Variety,  then,  is  the  spice  of  life  in  the 
meal  replacement  business.  That  is  why 
the  companies  involved  are  continually 
introducing  new  lines  and  new  flavours. 
Far  from  fragmenting  the  market,  the 
changes  in  diet  help  to  keep  the  slimmer 
faithful  to  her  low  calorie  regime. 

Altogether,  the  slimming  market  is  said 
to  be  worth  about  £35  million,  with 
meal  replacement  products  accounting  for 
some  £5m.  However,  it  is  the  meal 
replacement  sector  that  is  currently  show- 
ing the  most  dynamic  growth  rate.  In  the 
past  three  years,  the  increases  have  been 
respectively  nine,  25  and  13  per  cent.  And 
unlike  much  other  market  growth,  this  is 
not  largely  accounted  for  by  inflation. 
Limmits,  for  example,  were  able  to  main- 
tain their  price  between  1961  and  1969, 
with  only  "nominal"  increases  in  1970-71. 


Price  is,  of  course,  an  important  factor 
because  if  the  products  are  to  sell  as 
meal  replacements,  it  is  against  food  that 
to  some  extent  they  will  be  judged.  And 
here  again  the  chemist  has  scored  against 
the  grocer,  according  to  Mr  Richardson 
of  Uniclifi'e.  He  has,  in  fact,  undercut  the 
grocer  on  price  in  many  cases,  and  Uni- 
clifi^e  have  encouraged  this  approach  to 
the  market  by  attractive  bonuses  and  the 
design  of  the  "Our  price"  type  of  display 
(see  below)  specially  for  the  chemist. 

What  of  the  products?  There  is  a 
strong  difference  of  opinion  between  Uni- 
cliffe  and  Fisons  in  that  the  whole  of  the 
Limmits  and  Trimetts  ranges  are  ex- 
clusively "meal  replacement"  whereas 
Bisks'  brand  name  is  applied  to  a  full 
range  of  slimming  aids,  including  appetite 
depressants  and  sweeteners. 

The  strategy  for  the  Limmits  and  Trim- 
etts advertising  plays  up  this  difference 
by  pointing  out  that  it  is  possible  to  live 
for  ever  on  either  product  with  the  addi- 
tion of  just  a  pint  of  milk  a  day.  This 
is  the  diet  that  is  recommended  for  rapid 
loss  of  weight,  while  for  losing  weight 
more  gradually  it  is  suggested  that  one  or 
two  meals  only  should  be  replaced. 

Neither  Limmits  nor  Trimetts  contain 
an  appetite  depressant — the  carboxyme- 
thylcellulose  in  Trimetts  is  to  provide 
bulk  helping  to  guard  against  constipation 
resulting  from  a  low  residue  diet.  Limmits 
also  contained  methylcellulose  at  one  time, 
but   the   ingredient   has   been  removed

with  a  change  of  advertising  platform  to 
stress  the  "naturalness"  of  the  slimming 
method. 

According  to  Unicliffe,  both  products 
are  complementary  so  far  as  the  market 
is  concerned.  Again,  it  is  a  matter  of 
variety,  and  Trimetts  were  conceived 
because  a  second  brand  was  felt  to  be 
needed  if  Unicliffe  were  to  cater  fully  for 
the  fancies  of  the  slimmer's  palate. 
Together,  the  two  ranges  provide  a  choice 
of  39  varieties — enough,  surely,  for  any- 
one to  make  up  an  interesting  diet.  Mr 
Richardson  is  full  of  praise  for  the 
chemist's  willingness  to  stock  a  really 
good  selection,  an  investment  that  has 
provided  a  handsome  return. 

The  latest  addition  to  the  Limmits  range 
is  waffles.  A  meal  of  four  provides  285 
calories,  with  5g  of  protein,  17g  of  fat  and 
30g  of  carbohydrate,  plus  essential  vita- 
mins and  minerals. 

Unicliffe  say  these  have  sold  in  very 
well:  "It  looks  as  though  we  have  again 
found  something  that  is  interesting  and 
provides  the  slimmer  with  a  break  from 
what  she  has  been  eating  previously." 
Certainly  they  are  as  pleasant  to  eat  as 
any  ordinary  "sweet"  biscuit  of  the  same 
type — and,  appetite  depressant  or  not, 
they  leave  little  craving  for  further  food. 

As  we  have  said,  the  Bisks  range  comes 
under  two  distinct  headings.  There  are 
four  appetite  depressants — water  biscuits, 
digestive  sweetmeal,  cream  crackers  and 
plain  crispbread — all  of  which  contain 
methylcellulose  and  are  intended  either 
as  an  in-between  snack  or  to  be  eaten 
before  a  main  meal  to  reduce  the  need 
for  more  fattening  foods. 

The  remainder  of  the  Bisks  biscuit 
range  are  for  meal  replacement.  The 
average  calorific  value  is  approximately 
300  and  for  the  slimmer  on  1,000  calories 
a  day,  replacing  lunch  with  a  Bisks  meal

allows  scope  for  a  fairly  normal  meal 
to  be  taken  in  the  evening.  "This  makes 
a  difficult  situation  more  tolerable  for 
most  people,"  says  Mr  Godbolt.  He 
points  out  also  that  Bisks  replace  the 
vitamins,  particularly  C,  lost  when  foods 
such  as  potatoes  are  cut  out  of  the  diet. 

Bisks  advertising  strategy  is  to  tell  the 
consumer  that  in  order  to  lose  weight 
she  must  have  a  calorie  controlled  diet — • 
and  that  Bisks  can  help  to  make  this 
more  tolerable.  However,  it  is  also  recog- 
nised that  slimming  is  not  easy,  even  with 
the  help  of  dietary  products,  and 
additional  help,  in  the  form  of  literature 
and  aids,  is  supplied  through  the  medium 
of  the  Bisks  Slimmers  Club. 

The  peak  season  for  slimming  aids 
runs  from  March  to  September,  and  those 
in  position  for  this  year's  burst  have 
probably  already  profited  by  the  early 
spring  weather.  But  in  the  off-season 
period  also  there  is  a  demand — particu- 
larly for  the  chocolate  biscuit  type  of 
product. 

Sales  success  does  not  come  to  those 
who  just  wait  for  things  to  happen, 
though.  Mr  Godbolt  sums  up  the  chemist's 
position  in  this  way:  "We  believe  that  it  is 
important  for  the  retailer  himself  to  make 
a  considerable  feature  of  slimming  aids  at 
appropriate  times  in  the  year  and  we 
encourage  slimming  bars,  point-of-sale 
promotion,  sampling  at  the  point  of  sale 
and    retailers'  recommendation. 

"There  are  unfortunately  many  chemists 
who  are  not  yet  aware  of  the  substantial 
rewards  that  are  available  to  those  who 
make  a  special  effort  in  this  market.  It  is 
particularly  important  for  the  retailer  to 
ensure  that  the  consumer  has  the  widest 
possible  choice  on  a  self-service  situation. 
Her  choice  of  slimming  aids,  particularly 
in  the  biscuit  market,  is  influenced  in 
very  much  the  same  way  as  her  choice 
of  flavours  in  the  grocer's  shop.  She  is 
not  aware  of  all  the  flavours  and  varieties 
that  are  available,  she  needs  to  be  able  to 
see  them,  and  to  handle  them,  to  read 
the  packets  before  she  chooses. 

"This  self-determination  is,  in  our  view, 
the  most  important  factor  for  the  chemist 
to  remember  when  considering  how  to 
improve  his  turnover  on  slimming  pro- 
ducts." 


If  meal  replacements  are  a  chemists'  suc- 
cess story,  then  almost  everything  else  in 
the  slimming  market  is  not.  This  is  sur- 
prising, because  many  of  the  dietary  aids 
were  originally  designed  for  diabetics  or 
were  developed  from  such  products.  One 
only  needs  to  think  of  the  starch-reduced 
rolls,  sugar-free  jams  and  marmalades, 
sorbitol-sweetened  fruits,  and  the  artificial 
sweeteners  that  were  the  almost  exclusive 
province  of  the  chemist  when  the  only 
interested  customers  were  diabetics  and 
the  medically  overweight. 

Perhaps  the  chemist  was  slow  to  realise 
the  dual  role  of  the  products,  and  cer- 
tainly Mr  D.  A.  Middleditch,  marketing 
manager  of  Granose  Foods,  says  that 
failure  to  develop  this  side  of  the  business 
has  meant  that  the  grocer  has  left  the 
chemist  behind.  However,  Granose  feel 
that  the  chemist  holds  a  unique  position 
because  his  professional  views  are  so 
often  sought  on  sHmming  problems,  and 
if  a  section  is  devoted  to  slimming  the 
sales  will  follow. 

Central  to  the  idea  of  slimming  with 
foods  of  reduced  calorie  content  is  the 
bread  substitute.  The  Granose  roll  is 
among  the  products  that  began  life  as  a 
diabetic  aid;  each  provides  about  19 
calories  and  is  made  to  contain  a  higher 
than  normal  level  of  wheat  protean  and  a 
correspondingly  lower  proportion  of  car- 
bohydrate. 

Heudeberts  offer  starch  reduction  in  the 
form  of  their  brown  Slymbred  and  white 
shces.  These  again  are  low  in  calories  and 
high  in  protein  and  are  also  recommended 
for  those  suffering  from  diabetes. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  slimming 
section  is  a  useful  stepping  stone  to  the 
development  of  a  health  food  business — 
in  fact,  some  of  the  manufacturers,  such 
as  Granose,  have  a  foot  in  both  camps. 
And  products  like  Slim  Plan  Ambrosium 
bridge  the  gap  very  well  on  their  own; 
logically,  because  the  aim  of  the  slimming 
aid  is  to  provide  essential  nutrients  with- 
out the  accompaniment  of  refined  car- 
bohydrates to  the  excess  found  in  the 
ordinary  modern  diet. 

Fitting  into  the  natural  health  food 
area  of  silimming  is  cyder  vinegar.  More 
properly,  this  item  belongs  to  folk  medi- 
cine, and  the  manufacturers  admit  the 
difficulty  of  proving  its  effectiveness.  How- 
ever, substantial  claims  were  made  by 
Dr  D.  C.  Jarvis  in  his  book  "Folk 
Medicine"  (Pan  Books)  first  published  in 
1958  and  in  its  14th  printing  in  1971.  Dr 
Jarvis'  thesis  is  that  cyder  vinegar  makes 
it  possible  for  the  body  to  "bum"  fat 
instead  of  storing  it,  and  certainly  the 


method  remains  popular  for  those  witl 
health  food  leanings.  I 

Brands  to  be  stocked  include  Whitewayfl 
who  say  that  a  vast  amount  of  circunji 
stantial  evidence  as  to  efficacy  has  beeJ 
collected,  and  research  has  been  pursue«| 
to  confirm  the  findings.  Merrydown  Win! 
Co  say  that  their  Martlet  brand  is  thi 
most  popular  in  the  UK  and  contain! 
less  than  one  calorie  i>er  fluid  ounce.  I 

Also  associated  with  the  health  foo<| 
image  is  the  recently  introduced  DietadJ 
fruiit  sugar  (fructose)  which  has  a  caloriJ 
content  less  than  that  of  sucrose  yel 
twice  the  sweetening  power.  Fruit  sugaJ 
is  also  said  to  be  three  times  as  sweet  al 
sorbitol  and  acceptable  to  diabetics  in 
quantities  of  up  to  2oz  per  day.  "It  ha.l 
been  used  in  this  indication  for  mani] 
years  on  the  Continent  and  there  is  ncl 
doubt  that  the  market  in  the  UK  will  ha 
an  important  one,"  say  Eustace  Miled 
Foods  Co.  Used  by  slimmers,  the  producll 
enables  the  same  degree  of  sweetness  tcl 
be  maintained  as  with  sucrose,  but  witM 
a  50  per  cent  reduction  in  calories.  ] 

Dietade  is  also  a  name  able  to  providd 
the  "back-up"  items  so  essential  to  the 
slimming  section.  These  include  a  low- 
calorie  salad  dressing,  dessert  moulds 
(like  blancmange,  but  low  calone)  and 
canned  fruits  produced  without  tha 
addition  of  sugar,  or  artificial  sweeteners. 

Sweeteners 

Among  the  artificial  sweeteners  for 
domestic  use,  the  Click-a-sweet  dispenser 
is  the  subject  of  a  new  sales  drive  and 
will  be  on  a  15  per  cent  extra  discount 
bonus  to  chemists  this  month  and  next.

It  may  seem  odd  that  food  supplements

slimming  market,  but  products  like  Com- 
plan  and  Bemax  have  aotoally  gone  out 
for  this  business.  A  survey  carried  out  by 
the  Economist  Intelligence  Unit  into 
slimming  foods  showed  that  Complan 
dominated  tii©  dietary  preparations  section 
of  the  market,  say  Glaxo.  Other  research 
has  shown  that  Complan  is  regarded  by 
the  public  as  one  of  the  top  three  most 
effective  slimming  products.  This  "image" 
has  been  achieved  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  Glaxo  Laboratories  have  not  actively 
promoted  Complan  as  a  slimming  product 
for  a  number  of  years — though  they  do 
point  out  that  it  has  a  vaduable  part  to 
play  in  weight  control,  preferably  under 
medical  supervision,  because  it  is  a  scien- 
tifically balanced  complete  food  with  a 
precise  calorie  content. 

Glaxo's  latest  advice  to  those  wishing 
to  use  Complan  to  achieve  weight  loss 
is  basically  this :  Restrict  the  calorie  value 
of  your  food  each  day  to  1,200  calories 
for  women  and  1,500  calories  for  men. 
This  means  two  2oz  Complan  meals  (250 
calories  each)  plus  one  normal  meal  pro- 
viding 700  calories  for  women  and  1,000 
calories  for  men. 

A  different  approach  to  slimming  is 
offered  by  a  combination  of  Beecham  pro- 
ducts. Using  the  complementary  properties 
of  PLJ  and  Bemax,  they  recommend  a 
course  designed  to  help  people  develop 
sensible  and  healthy  eating  practices  which 
remove  the  need  for  crash  diets.  To  this 
regime  can  be  added  Checkwate. 

PLJ  is  said  to  work,  when  drunk 
regularly,  by  retraining  the  taste  buds  to 
reject  sweet  and  fattening  foods.  This  in 
turn  leads  to  a  more  sensible  dietary 
regime.  It  has  been  found  that  once  PLJ 
has  been  used  to  break  the  sweet  toothed 
habits  of  a  lifetime,  it  becomes  part  of  the 
"'sensible  eater's"  dietary  routine — which 
means  good  repeat  business  for  stockists! 

Until  now,  however,  the  main  problem 
has  been  extending  the  product's  usage  to 
new  generations  of  consumers,  many  of 
whom  find  the  ultra-sharp  taste  of 
Original  Sharp  PLJ  unacceptable. 

This  month,  therefore,  Beecham  has 
renamed  and  re-labelled  the  milder  version 
Less  Sharp  PLJ  and  is  aiming  this  version 
of  the  slimming  drink  straight  at  the 
under  25  market — the  sector  showing 
greatest  expansion. 

Bemax  is  said  to  be  particularly  useful 
when  overweight  people  have  cut  back 
dramatically  in  their  normal  food  habits 
and  as  a  result  are  running  the  risk  of 
a  vitamin  and  protein  deficiency. 


In  sympathy 
with  the  fat 
customer 

Obesity  is  a  problem,  and  a  problem 
understood  is  a  problem  half  solved, 
Gordon  McQuillan,  brand  manager  of 
Cuticura  Laboratories  Ltd,  points  out. 

Obesity  is  a  crippling  complaint.  A 
whole  range  of  diseases  are  commoner  and 
more  serious  in  the  obese — arthritis  and 
bronchitis,  varicose  veins  and  flat  feet, 
diabetes  and  gall  stones,  heart  failure  and 
raised  blood  pressure,  to  name  only  a 
few.  The  fat  person  is  more  prone  to 
accidents.  He  or  she  gets  skin  infections 
more  easily.  Death  comes  earlier  to  the 
fat  person. 

And  fat  people  are  not  always  jolly, 
says  Mr  McQuillan.  They  may  be  un- 
happy because  of  the  way  they  look  or 
may  be  reacting  to  frustration,  anxiety 
or  depression  by  eating  too  much. 

"The  fat  person  always  eats  more  than 
is  good  for  him.  This  may  sometimes  be 
actually  less  than  a  person  who  is  thin, 
but  the  thin  person  takes  more  exercise 
and  eats  more  protein  foods  and  perhaps 
can  burn  up  food  more  quickly  than  the 
fat  one.  Any  fat  person  who  eats  less  and 
takes  more  exercise  will  lose  weight.  The 
exercise  not  only  helps  to  burn  up  calories, 
it  keeps  the  appetite  healthy — adjusted 
to  the  amount  our  bodies  need,  not  to 
the  amount  we  can  stuff  into  ourselves. 

"When  he  is  cutting  his  food  intake 
and  beginning  the  habit  of  regular  exer- 
cise, the  obese  person  needs  help.  Ayds, 
for  instance,  help  him  to  stick  to  a  diet — 
in  a  way  they  strengthen  his  will.  Help 
can  also  come  from  a  sympathetic  friend, 
or  some  other  struggling  obese  person,  or 
from  a  doctor — though  most  doctors  have 
so  much  work  they  find  it  hard  to  spare 
the  time.  It  can  certainly  come  from  the 
pharmacist  and  his  assistants,  for  they  are 
looked  upon  by  most  lay  people  as 
friendly,  knowledgeable,  and  without  any 
particular  axe  to  grind.  People  visiting  a 
pharmacy  are  often  wanting  to  be  helped. 

"Losing  weight  is  a  long-term  business. 
One  has  first  to  get  rid  of  surplus  fat,  and 
then  not  put  it  on  again.  The  person  who 
has  lost  weight  but  who  suddenly  feels 
like  gorging  himself  will  often  be  satisfied 
if  he  can  just  have  a  good  chew  instead, 
and  Ayds  provide  him  with  this  satisfac- 
tion." 

A  calorie-less  future? 

Next  week  a  new  development  is  expected 
on  the  slimming  front.  It  comes  from 
Servier  Laboratories  who,  with  Professor 
Yudkin.  have  devised  a  new  approach  to 
the  problems  of  correct  eating. 

With  the  Servier  Unit  Eating  Guide, 
to  be  presented  soon  to  the  medical 
profession,  the  nutritional  value  of  a 
food  will  be  all  important — and  the  need 
for  a  slimmer  to  count  calories  may 
become  a  thing  of  the  f>ast.

Replacement 
meals  proved 
effective 

Clinical  trials  don't  have  to  be  dull.  In 
fact,  prohibitively  expensive,  highly  res- 
trictive clinical  trials  may  be  a  thing  of 
the  past,  claims  Professor  John  Yudkin, 
the  leading  nutritionist,  who  has  just 
completed  a  trial  with  unusual  features. 

Professor  Yudkin  has  found  that  it  is 
often  difficult  to  persuade  people  to  reduce 
weight  sensibly  because  they  refuse  to 
believe  that  any  diet  can  work  for  them. 
They  insist  that  they  have  lived  for  months 
on  1,000  calories  a  day  without  result. 
Professor  Yudkin  found  this  diflBcult  to 
believe  and  felt  that  no  one  could  fail 
to  lose  weight  on  1,000  calories  a  day. 
So  he  recently  took  the  opportunity  of 
proving  this  theory — and  at  the  same  time 
testing  that  Bisks  slimming  foods  worked 
as  part  of  a  calorie  controlled  diet. 

Twenty  people  were  specially  chosen 
because  they  insisted  they  could  not  lose 
weight  on  1,000  calories  a  day  (or  even 
less).  As  a  control  group  there  were  29 
people  who  were  normally  overweight 
None  of  the  subjects  chosen  were  grossly 
overweight — only  two  or  three  stone.  They 


were  accommodated  in  a  hotel  under 
close  supervision.  They  were  weighed, 
measured  and  given  diets  of  1,000  calories 
a  day.  One  meal  was  made  up  of  Bisks 
and  the  subjects  sometimes  had  Bisks  as 
part  of  other  meals. 

At  the  end  of  the  trial,  which  was  two 
and  a  half  weeks  for  some  subjects  and 
three  and  a  half  weeks  for  others,  every 
person  taking  part  had  lost  weight.  The 
average  weight  loss  was  41b  per  week, 
with  a  total  loss  of  111b  in  less  than  four 
weeks. 

Professor  Yudkin  pointed  out  some  of 
the  interesting  facts  which  emerge  from 
this  trial.  This  first  is  that  overweight 
people  will  lose  weight  on  1,000  calories 
a  day  in  spite  of  all  their  protestations  to 
the  contrary. 

The  second  point  is  perhaps  more  im- 
portant, particularly  for  future  research — 
that  it  is  possible  to  contrdl  a  large  group 
of  people  under  careful  supervision  in  a 
much  freer  living  situation  than  has 
previously  been  thought  possible. 

A  trial  of  this  nature  would  normally 
have  been  carried  out  in  the  metabolic 
ward  of  a  hospital— expensive  places  at 
the  best  of  times.  There  has  to  be  con- 
stant supervision.  The  subjects  are  not  so 
much  subjects  as  "victims" — they  are  not 
allowed  visitors,  and  everything  they  eat 
is  prepared  by  a  dietician.  With  this  kind 
of  trial  only  two  or  three  subjects  can  be 
studied  at  any  one  time.  Therefore  to 
achieve  the  kind  of  sample  (49  subjects) 
of  Professor  Yudkin's  trial  would  have 
been  out  of  the  question,  both  for  prac- 
tical and  financial  reasons. 

Professor   Yudkin   felt   that  his  trial 


succeeded  partly  because  there  were 
many  people.  The  subjects  became  friend 
confided  in  each  other — and  policed  ead 
other.  No  one  could  cheat  on  her  di| 
because  it  was  letting  herself  and  all 
others  down. 

Even  so,  there  were  always  at  le 
three  independent  professional  people 
attendance:    a  nurse,  a  dietician  and 
hostess.  They  were  there  to  carry  out  ttl 
tasks  of  meal  planning,  measuring,  weigl| 
ing  and  to  provide  entertainment. 

Entertaining  such  a  large  group  c| 
people — particularly  when  they  come  froil 
varying  backgrounds — is  quite  a  task.  Thj 
subjects  each  had  a  daily  paper  and 
weekly  magazine  of  their  choice.  Withij 
the  hotel  there  were  enough  televisiol 
sets  to  ensure  that  all  channels  were  avai] 
able.  There  were  bingo  games,  lecture 
excursions  to  local  points  of  interest,  an| 
group  walks. 

Hie  subjects — all  of  them  women  excep 
one  man — got  on  very  well  together.  Therj 
was  an  air  of  "euphoria"  which  Professc 
Yudkin  felt  was  probably  due  to  thl 
relief  of  getting  away  from  everyda] 
worries  and  household  chores.  It  was 
holiday — with  the  added  benefit  that  the 
went  home  slimmer  than  they  arrived. 

Almost  more  interesting  than  the  resultl 
of  the  trial  was  the  fact  that  the  peopl^ 
were  seldom  hungry.  They  found  tha 
1,(X)0  calories,  when  worked  out  by 
skilful  dietician,  can  be  quite  fiUinil 
enough,  enjoyed  their  Bisks — ^particularly! 
those  people  who  could  satisfy  their  swe 
tooth  with  the  sweet  varieties.  And  the] 
found  the  product  to  be  an  adequate  mea 
substitute.

Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland 


Formation  of  Union 
is  further  delayed 

The  constitution  of  the  proposed  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Union  has  not  yet  been 
inally  approved,  it  was  stated  at  the  March  meeting,  in  Dublin,  of  the  Pharma- 
«utical  Society  of  Ireland's  Council. 
VIr  T.  R.  Miller  explained  that  since  the 
ast  meeting,  the  Committee  had  received 
he  draft  of  the  Constitution  from  their 
lolicitor,    but   when    he   submitted  the 
locument  to  a  meeting  of  Regional  repre- 
entatives  in  the  College  of  Pharmacy  on 
March   5,   members   insisted   that  each 
egion  be  represented  on  the  executive  by 
It  least  one  representative  as  of  right. 

Personally,  he  was  pleased  with  this  sug- 
;estion  and  when  he  reported  the  matter 
o  the  Irish  Drug  Association  they 
iccepted  the  amendment.  However,  the 
)roposal  presented  certain  problems  and 
neant  that  the  electoral  procedure  would 
lave  to  be  modified.  It  had  originally 
been  intended  that  one-third  of  the  execu- 
tive would  retire  each  year  on  a  rotation 
basis  and  offer  themselves,  if  they  wished, 
"or  re-election. 

But  the  new  proposal  meant  that  this 
dea  would  have  to  be  abandoned.  It  was 
low  proposed  that  the  first  executive  com- 
nittee  would  be  appointed  for  three  years 
nd  after  that  an  election  would  take 
3lace  every  two  years  for  the  entire 
executive. 

Mr  Miller  explained  that  the  Com- 
mittee's legal  advisers  were  present  at  the 
meeting  and  undertook  to  make  the  neces- 
ary  amendments  in  the  Constitution  to 
meet  the  wishes  of  the  members  in  this 
respect. 


Direct  representation 

rhe  president,  Mr  R.  J.  Power,  said 
that  this  development  meant  that  the 
Union  would  not  come  into  existence  as 
soon  as  it  was  hoped  but  the  new  pro- 
posal meant  that  each  Area  Association 
would  have  direct  representation  on  the 
central  executive  which  was  a  desirable 
thing.  It  showed  that  provincial  pharma- 
cists were  thinking  and  when  the  new 
draft  was  submitted  they  would  be  ready 
to  bring  the  Union  into  existence  without 
'urther  delay.  The  Union  represented  an 
mportant  development  in  pharmacy  and 
t  was  vital  that  the  Constitution  should 
be  able  to  survive  the  strictest  scrutiny. 

Mr  Miller  said  one  big  advantage  of 
having  direct  regional  representation 
would  be  that  every  area  would  have  a 
voice  on  the  central  executive  regardless 
of  the  number  of  pharmacists  in  the  area. 
There  were  over  600  pharmacists  in  the 
Eastern  Region  but  regions  not  so  strong 
numerically  had  also  contributions  to 
make.  He  hoped  by  next  Council  meeting 
to  be  able  to  get  down  to  the  mechanics 
of  establishing  the  Union. 

The  president  paid  tribute  to  the  Irish 
Drug  Association  for  their  co-operation 
in  helping  the  establishment  of  the  Union. 


On  the  motion  of  Mr  M.  F.  Walsh, 
seconded  by  Mr  H.  P.  Corrigan,  Mr  J.  P. 
O'Donnell  was  appointed  as  the  Council's 
representative  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
FIP  in  Lisbon. 

The  president  urged  all  pharmacists  to 
apply  without  delay  to  have  their  names 
entered  on  the  electoral  rolls  for  elections 
to  the  various  Health  Boards.  Each  phar- 
macist, he  said,  should  apply  directly  on 
a  prescribed  registration  form  to  the 
returning  officer  for  elections  under  the 
particular  Health  Board  in  which  he  prac- 
tised. Under  the  Health  Boards  (Election 
of  Members)  Regulations,  1972,  he  ex- 
plained, the  returning  officers  were  obliged 
to  compile  in  respect  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists  and  dispensing  chemists-and- 
druggists — and  each  of  the  other  profes- 
sions concerned — electoral  rolls  of 
persons  who  wished  to  nominate  for,  or 
take  part  in  these  elections. 

As  the  closing  date  was  April  14,  no 
time  should  be  lost  in  applying.  He  was 
aware  of  a  certain  element  of  confusion 
about  the  matter  and  few  pharmacists  had 
so  far  applied  to  be  on  the  electoral  rolls. 

Mr  O'Donnell  said  that  when  pharma- 
cists got  on  the  register  they  would  be 
entitled  to  vote  for  the  pharmacist  they 
wished  to  represent  them  on  the  various 
Health  Boards.  He  felt  it  was  a  matter 
for  the  Regional  Associations  to  distri- 
bute the  electoral  forms  among  members 
and  later  forward  them  to  the  returning 
officers. 

The  president  agreed  that  the  work  of 
enrolling  should  be  done  at  regional  level 
and  that  all  Regional  Associations  should 
see  to  it  that  members  were  in  possession 
of  the  necessary  voting  forms. 

Right  to  vote 

Mr  W.  J.  Butler  said  that  everybody 
on  the  Society's  Register  was  entitled  to 
vote  and  the  forms  should  be  sent  to 
Licentiates.  He  suggested  a  list  of  names 
be  sent  to  each  Returning  Officer  who 
would  then  notify  each  individual  phar- 
macist. 

The  president  pointed  out  that  each 
Area  Association  would  be  in  a  position 
to  know  the  people  entitled  to  vote. 

Referring  to  the  Advisory  Health  Com- 
mittees, the  registrar,  Mr  J.  G.  Coleman, 
said  that  each  county  or  borough  should 
send  a  list  of  selected  candidates  to  the 
Society  for  nomination.  The  Society,  in 
conjunction  with  the  IDA,  would  then 
ratify  them  and  forward  them  to  the 
Returning  Officers. 

The  president  said  he  had  arranged  to 
meet  the  pharmacy  representatives  on  the 
various  Health  Boards  at  the  College  of 


Pharmacy  on  March  19  to  discuss  ways 
and  means  of  establishing  cohesion  among 
the  various  representatives.  He  was  con- 
cerned at  the  lack  of  inter-communication, 
to-date,  between  these  representatives. 
They  had  a  representative  on  each  of  the 
eight  Health  Boards  but  there  was  no 
central,  co-ordinating  agency  to  ensure 
maximum  co-operation  and  efficiency.  He 
would  like  to  see  regular  meetings  being 
held  by  these  regional  representatives. 

The  Council  had  already  suggested  to 
the  Minister  for  Health  that  pharmacists 
should  be  represented  on  Comhairle  na 
nOispideal  as  they  considered  they  had 
much  to  offer  in  the  field  of  economics, 
apart  from  their  knowledge  of  drugs. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  general 
sales  manager  of  the  Irish  Glass  Bottle 
Company  Ltd  stating  that  following  a 
thorough  investigation,  the  company  had 
been  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
variety  and  quantities  of  metric  sized 
bottles  involved  in  the  proposed  change- 
over to  the  metric  system,  militated 
against  economic  production.  They  had 
provided  a  six  months'  supply  of  existing 
imperial  capacity  bottles  to  minimise  any 
difficulty  and  were  prepared  to  facilitate 
the  free  importation  of  metric  bottles.  In 
fact  some  wholesale  chemists  were  already 
importing  these  for  their  own  use  and 
for  re-sale. 

Co-operation  sought 

When  a  letter  was  read  from  the  chair- 
man of  the  Irish  National  Council  on 
Alcoholism,  Chief  Justice  Cearbhall  O 
Dalaigh,  inviting  the  co-operation  of  the 
Society  in  the  work  of  the  organisation, 
the  president  said  the  Council  warmly 
welcomed  an  invitation  from  the  execu- 
tive director,  Mr  Richard  Perceval,  to 
help  prepare  a  report.  He  assured  the 
full  support  of  the  Council  who  would 
submit  their  views  on  the  problem  in  the 
near  future. 

Mr  E.  J.  Kennelly  reported  that  he  had 
attended  a  meeting  of  the  County  Kerry 
Chemists'  Association  the  previous  Sunday 
when  they  expressed  a  desire  that  Tralee 
be  chosen  for  holding  the  Irish  Pharmacy 
Congress  next  October.  He  said  the  town 
was  well  equipped  to  meet  all  demands 
on  accommodation  and  that  the  area 
abounded  in  attractions  for  visitors  who 
could  be  assured  of  a  warm  welcome. 

Proposing  that  the  Congress  be  held 
in  Tralee,  Mr  Miller  said  he  had  no 
doubt  the  local  pharmacists  would  live  up 
to  the  high  standards  already  set  by  other 
centres.  Mr  Butler,  seconding,  said  he 
hoped  it  would  be  the  turn  of  the  North 
East  to  host  next  year's  event. 

Thanking  the  Kerry  Association  for 
offering  to  hold  the  event,  the  President 
said  the  Council  had  great  pleasure  in 
approving  of  the  arrangement.  They 
found  that  the  Congress  stimulated  great 
interest  in  pharmacy  in  the  particular 
area  and  he  had  no  doubt  Kerry  would 
have  much  to  offer  pharmacy. 

The  Council  approved  of  local  pharma- 
cists participating  in  a  Career  Guidance 
exhibition  in  Limerick  from  April  18-20 
and  undertook  to  supply  various  materials 
illustrating  pharmacy  as  a  career.

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Pharmacy 
services 
in  Irish 
hospitals 

Mr  Butler,  chairman.  Practice  of  Phar- 
macy Committee,  thanked  the  Hospital 
Pharmacists'  Association  for  the  informa- 
tion supplied  by  them  in  regard  to  ser- 
vices which  could  be  supplied  by  members 
in  relation  to  the  extension  of  the  Health 
Act  under  which  the  Minister  proposed 
establishing  three  Hospital  Regions.  It 
was  envisaged  that  such  a  development 
would  result  in  an  extension  of  hospital 
pharmaceutical  services. 

In  a  lengthy  report  on  the  committee's 
activities,  he  said  they  had  considered 
the  motion  put  forward  by  Mr  Hillery 
that  the  Council  should  reimburse  mem- 
bers for  all  out-of-pocket  expenses,  includ- 
ing the  employment  of  locums,  while 
members  were  attending  Council  meetings. 
The  Committee  agreed  in  principle  that 
such  expenses  should  be  reimbursed  but 
felt,  in  view  of  the  Society's  financial 
problems,  that  this  was  not  the  time  to 
implement  such  a  measure. 

Regarding  the  status  of  Pharmaceutical 
Assistants,  Mr  Butler  reported  that  his 
Committee  had  held  many  meetings  and 
while  accepting  the  Committee's  recom- 
mendation that  the  status  quo  should  be 
maintained,  he  felt  the  number  of 
graduates  being  produced  was  falling  off, 
due,  perhaps,  to  some  extent,  to  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  Assistants  com- 
ing forward.  Last  year  they  had  only  37 
degree  students  in  third  year  while  117 
Assistants  applied  for  preliminary  registra- 
tion. In  fact,  the  only  restriction  on 
Assistants  appeared  to  be  the  physical 
restriction  that  only  60  could  be  accom- 
modated at  one  time.  However,  with  the 
proposed  recommendation  from  the 
Higher  Education  Authority  it  was  pos- 
sible that  the  College  would  take  in  more 
Assistants. 

'Repressive'  decision 

Mr  Butler  said  he  thought  the  recom- 
mendations of  senior  counsel  obtained  in 
1965  were  designed  not  to  control  the 
authority  of  Assistants  but  that  of  phar- 
macists. He  felt  this  was  repressive,  and 
in  some  cases  it  might  be  discriminatory. 
He  did  not  believe  control  of  pharmacists 
was  the  solution. 

He  felt  they  should  prosecute  Assist- 
ants as  well  as  pharmacists  when  they 
violated  their  authority.  Restriction 
against  pharmacists  alone  was  not  the 
answer.  Owing  to  the  Pharmacy  Act  he 
thought  temporary  absence  was  "  here  to 
stay  ".  The  Assistant  still  had  the  povi'er, 
in  the  temporary  absence  of  the  pharma- 
cist, to  cover. 

Mr  Butler  added  that  his  suggestion, 
which  did  not  receive  much  support  from 
the  Committee,  was  that  all  Assistants 
now  qualified  would  continue  to  enjoy 


existing  rights  and  privileges  but  that  the 
Council  have  the  authority  to  cease  hold- 
ing the  examination  for  qualified  Assist- 
ants. A  new  course,  not  very  dissimilar  to 
the  existing  one,  could  be  introduced,  in 
which  the  authority  and  power  of  the 
Assistant — or  technician — could  be  spelled 
out. 

The  Council  had  the  authority  to  do 
that  and  if  the  Assistant — or  new  techni- 
cian— abused  his  authority,  they  could 
control  him.  Regarding  the  regional  meet- 
ing held  the  previous  Sunday,  Mr  Butler 
said  it  was  hoped  a  liaison  would  be  estab- 
lished among  the  pharmacy  representatives 
on  the  various  Health  Boards  and  the 
necessary  communication  established 
which  was  so  essential  in  the  trying  times 
ahead. 

He  also  stated  that  another  recommen- 
dation was  that  a  Northern  Ireland  Relief 
Fund  should  be  supported.  It  was 
intended  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  each 
Regional  Association  asking  them  to  help 
in  relieving  distress  in  Northern  Ireland, 
irrespective  of  any  question  of  religion 
or  politics. 

Economics 
study  'very 
necessary' 

The  Committee  was  unanimously  of  the 
opinion  that  the  proposed  study  of  the 
economics  of  pharmacy  was  a  very 
necessary  exercise  and  its  success  would 
depend  on  individual  pharmacists  supply- 
ing accurate  information.  He  appealed  to 
all  pharmacists  to  co-operate  fully  with 
the  Committee  in  this  matter. 

Professor  R.  F.  Timoney  said  he  wished 
to  correct  a  statement  by  Mr  Butler  on 
the  number  of  degree  students  and  Assist- 
ants attending  the  respective  courses.  He 
was  not  comparing  like  with  like.  At 
present  there  were  52  students  doing  the 
BSc  Pharm  degree  course  and  53  attend- 
ing the  Assistants'  Course  in  the  College 
of  Pharmacy. 

Mr  Walsh  said  that  as  chairman  of  a 
subcommittee  dealing  with  medicine  legis- 
lation he  hoped  to  see  something  accom- 
plished this  year.  He  hoped  to  go  outside 
the  Council  to  pick  pharmacists  to  act 
on  the  Committee.  They  would  be  seek- 
ing ways  of  raising  about  £2,000  to  carry 
out  an  economic  survey  of  pharmacy.  As 
a  "once-only  effort"  he  hoped  for  a 
favourable  response  from  the  various 
regions  to  an  appeal  that  was  intended  to 
be  made.  He  favoured  asking  each  phar- 
macist to  contribute  £3. 

Mr  Eric  Burrell  said  that  unless  the 
regions  co-operated  he  did  not  see  where 
the  money  could  come  from.  This  would 
be  a  nation-wide  survey  of  benefit  to  all 
regions. 

The  president  said  that  the  introduc- 
tion of  medicines'  legislation  was  a 
priority  and  he  would  like  to  have  the 
opportunity  of  an  early  meeting  with  the 
Department  of  Health. 

Mr  Butler  reported  that  his  committee 
had  agreed  in  principle  to  seek  Council 


approval   for  pharmacists  to  engage  i 
biological  testing  and  that  it  should  b|  | 
introduced  as  soon  as  possible.  It  half 
also  been  agreed  that  the  tests  should  hi 
done — initially  at  least — with  the  co-oper; 
tion  of  the  medical  profession.  i  ^ 

On  the  motion  of  the  president  it  wa  I 
agreed  that  pharmacists  be  exhorted  t' 
exercise  caution  in  the  supply  of  hex; 
chlorophane  preparations — particularly  fc 
total  body  bathing  of  infants  and  youn 
children — and  also  to  advise  caution  in  th 
use  of  such  preparations  as  talcun 
powders,  creams,  lotions,  soaps  and  emul 
sions  containing  hexachlorophane.  It  wa 
pointed  out  that  there  had  been  somi 
published  evidence — not  fully  confirmed— 
to  suggest  caution  should  be  exercised  ii 
supplying  this  preparation  in  whateve 
form  it  was  contained. 

The  registrar  reported  the  deaths  o; 
William  C.  G.  Rush,  MPSI,  Joseph  G 
Smyth,  MPSI,  Denis  J.  Murphy,  MPSI 
Jerome  Fogarty,  MPSI  and  Rose  Ann( 
Murray,  MPSI.

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Employers'  liability: 
new  insurance  rules 


by  Ewan  IVlitchell 

In  1968,  a  terrible  fire  broke  out  in  a 
Glasgow  shop.  Nineteen  workers  lost 
their  lives.  Their  employer  was  not  fully 
insured  and  their  dependants  were  unable 
to  obtain  compensation.  So  the  Employ- 
ers' Liability  (Compulsory  Insurance)  Act 
was  passed — and  it  came  into  force  on 
January  1. 

To  avoid  trouble,  you  must  not  only 
know  what  the  Act  says — but  you  must 
also  be  prepared  to  read  between  the 
legal  lines  and  to  know  how  (for  this 
purpose  and  many  others)  you  avoid 
losing  the  insurance  cover  which  you 
have  i>aid  for. 

Naturally,  most  wise  chemists  have 
always  carried  insurance  against  liability 
to  their  employees.  The  best  of  us  may 
be  guilty  of  negligence.  And  i>ersonal 
injury  claims  are  becoming  increasingly 
expensive  to  meet.  In  the  past,  a  small 
business  could  have  been  ruined  by  a 
claim — but  that  would  bring  little  joy 
to  the  injured  employee — or  to  his 
dependants.  Under  the  new  Act,  whether 
you  employ  one  person  or  thousands, 
the  law  demands  that  you  carry  insurance 
cover  up  to  £2  million. 

This  is  not  as  staggering  as  it  sounds. 
Most  normal  policies  offer  unlimited 
cover.  But  there  are  too  many  employers 
who,  whether  through  carelessness  or 
stupidity,  have  not  carried  any,  or  a 
sufficient  cover  against  employers'  hability. 
Under  the  new  Act,  failure  to  insure 
could  lead  to  fines  of  up  to  £200  a  day. 

Most  local  authorities  are  exempt — so 
are  the  police,  nationalised  industries  and 
certain  bodies  financed  from  public  funds. 
But  from  the  chemist's  viewpoint,  the 
most  important  exceptions  are  close 
relatives — including  husbands  and  wives, 
sons  and  daughters,  brothers  and  sisters, 
grandparents  and  grandchildren. 

Certificate  of  insurance 

To  make  sure  that  the  Act  is  complied 
with,  from  January  1,  1973,  every  em- 
ployer must  display  in  his  premises  a 
copy  of  a  certificate  of  insurance.  These 
certificates  will  be  issued  by  insurers  when 
they  renew  their  client's  policies  during 
1972,  or  when  they  issue  policies  to  new 
clients   at   the   beginning    of   that  year. 

It  may  be  that  this  new  legislation  will 
cause  you  no  problem  at  all.  It  may  cost 
you  the  price  of  a  frame  for  the  display 
of  your  certificate.  Parliament  is  not  after 
your  blood  or  your  money — only  the 
certainty  that  if  your  employees  are 
injured  through  your  negligence,  they  will 
not  be  robbed  of  their  money  through 
your  shortage  of  funds. 

Note  that  although  this  Act  was  passed 
in  1969,  it  is  only  now  being  brought 
into  effect.  The  date  when  an  Act  "com- 
mences"— that  is,  when  it  is  brought  into 
force — is   very   different   from    the  date 


when  it  is  passed.  Parliament  often  allows 
a  breathing  space  within  which  people 
affected  can  put  their  houses  into  proper 
order. 

"I've  been  insured  against  this  sort  of 
risk  for  years."  you  say.  "I  needed  no 
Parliamentary  pressure.  .  .  ." 

Maybe.  But  are  you  quite  sure  that  you 
will  have  the  protection  you  expect,  if 
you  need  it? 

Some  years  ago,  a  jeweller  was  robbed 
of  stock  worth  £30.000.  He  claimed 
against  his  insurers.  They  discovered  that 
he  had  been  convicted,  some  fifteen  years 
before,  of  an  offence  involving  fraud — 
and  they  refused  to  pay  out.  They  claimed, 
successfully,  that  there  had  been  a 
"material  non-disclosure  of  a  relevant 
factor." 

Courts  have  held,  then,  that  you  are 
bound  to  disclose  to  your  insurers  all 
facts  which  a  reasonable  insurer  would  be 
likely  to  regard  as  relevant,  when  con- 
sidering whether  or  not  to  grant  you  the 
cover  you  require — or  what  premium  to 
charge.  You  have  two  duties.  You  must 
answer  accurately  and  honestly  the  ques- 
tions you  are  asked.  And  you  must  also 
give  any  further  information  which  is 
material,  even  if  you  are  not  asked  for  it.

His  answer  seems  to  depend  entirely  on  a 
return  to  privately-financed  health — "The 
choice  may  well  be  that  of  a  regular 
continental  holiday  for  the  family  as 
against  the  regular  annual,  or  divided  pay- 
ment for  a  privately  secured  medical  in- 
surance scheme".  The  work  is  therefore 
likely  to  appeal  to  those  sharing  Dr 
Davies'  views,  but  is  unlikely  to  make 
many  converts. 

Simon  Elliott's  Quick  Guides  to  Business

which  gives  the  salient  facts  in  a  clear  and 
sometimes  witty  manner.  A  variety  of 
topics  are  dealt  with  starting  with  a  quick 
but  clear  guide  to  business  formation  and 
covering  matters  concerned  with  contracts 


is  paid  out.  He  then  opens  anoth 
business  in  another  district  under 
different  trade  name.  He  has  probabl 
never  been  refused  insurance;  and  h 
goes  to  a  different  firm  of  insurers,  s 
that  he  can  honestly  write  in  his  proposa 
form  that  he  has  never  made  a  clain 
against  them. 

Indeed,  he  may  even  operate  his  ne 
business  through  a  new  company,  speciall 
set  up  for  the  purpose.  But  he  shoul 
clearly  reveal   to  his  new  insurers  tha 
he  has  made  a  claim  against  other  peopl 
in  respect  of  the  same  risk  against  whiol 
he  is  now  seeking  cover.  If  he  fails  to  dc 
so,  then  if  he  claims  for  fire — and,  quite 
possibly,  for  burglary,  flood  or  other  risk 
— his  new  insurers  may  be  fully  entitled 
to  repudiate  liability. 

If  you  are  not  covered  because  you 
have  failed  properly  and  fully  to  fill 
your  proposal  form  or  to  reveal  material 
facts,  then  insofar  as  your  cover  relates 
to  your  liabihty  to  your  employees  for 
personal  injuries  suffered  on  the  job,  you 
are  in  breach  of  the  criminal  law. 

Just  as  a  breach  of  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act  which  leads 
injury  to  your  employee  can  result  in 
civil  action  by  him  or  a  criminal  pro 
secution  against  you,  or  both,  so  failure 
to  insure  may  now  lead  to  trouble  not 
only  from  individuals  who  suffer  as 
result  but  also  from  the  law  of  the  land 
designed  to  protect  employees  against 
the  stupidity  or  carelessness  of  employ 
ers,  who  do  not  take  out  adequate 
insurance.  By  all  means  take  risks  for 
your  own  safety,  if  you  must — but  you 
must  not  only  take  care  but  also  obtain 
insurance  cover,  when  it  comes  to  risks 
incurred  by  those  whom  you  employ. 


and  employment.  The  section  on  the  perils 
of  leasing  premises  is  an  excellent  sum 
mary  of  the  problems  involved. 

Theft,  industrial  espionage,  the  Trade 
Descriptions  Act  and  the  Industrial  Rela 
tions  Act  are  all  dealt  with. 

However,  it  is  a  pity  that  the  book 
value  is  diminished  by  errors  when  quot- 
ing specific  statutes.  The  section  on  the 
Sale  of  Goods  Act  1893  deals  with  the 
various  pitfalls  which  confront  a  buyer. 
Sections  11  and  35  which  deal  with  con- 
ditions and  warranties  and  rights  on 
acceptance  of  the  goods  are  quoted  in 
full.  Unfortunately  the  author  has  failed 
to  amend  these  sections  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Misrepresenta- 
tion Act  1967  which  amends  section  35 
so  as  to  substantially  amend  the  law  in 
favour  of  a  buyer.  These  inaccuracies  do 
mar  an  otherwise  splendid  little  book.

larch  29.  He  is  Mr  John  Temple  Setter- 
igton,  of  no  fixed  address,  who  did  not 
;ny  eleven  complaints  about  his  conduct 
VST  the  past  15  years. 
Mr  Peter  St  John  Howe,  solicitor  for 
le  Society,  said  the  complaints  were  that 
Ir  Setterington  kept  irregular  hours  and 
jsented  himself  without  due  cause;  that 
J  made  dispensing  errors  and  once  inter- 
red with  a  doctor's  treatment  of  a 
itient;  that  his  general  appearance  was 
iclean  and  unkempt  and  that  he  frequently 
nelt  of  drink;  that  he  constantly  bor- 
wed  money  which  he  did  not  repay, 
id  hotel  bills  were  not  paid. 
His  general  conduct  was  unsatisfactory 
id  on  occasion  difficulty  arose  in  obtain- 
g  the  Dangerous  Drugs  keys  from  him 
ter  he  left  the  premises. 
Mr  Setterington  said  his  troubles  began 
hen  he  went  into  an  asylum  for  six 
onths.  When  he  came  out  he  took  any 
b  available.  He  had  been  removed  from 
e  register  for  nine  years  until  1960 — 
iring  which  period  he  spent  most  of 
s  life  in  hospital.  Mr  Setterington  said 
at  he  only  came  out  of  hospital  on 
;bruary  8  this  year  after  three  months' 
^atment  for  anxiety  neurosis.  "I  am 
11  drinking  but  I  can  control  it." 
Another  pharmacist  was  given  a  stern 
arning  as  to  his  future  conduct  after 
imitting  conviction  on  charges  of  failing 
record  the  delivery  of  drugs,  failing  to 
cord  the  supply  of  drugs,  and  failing  to 
ord  the  date  on  which  the  drugs  were 
spensed. 

A  Drugs  Squad  officer  said  that  the 
larmacist  had  been  cautioned  by  him 
r  23  similar  offences  in  February  1970 
id  for  seven  similar  offences  in  February 
71. 

He  had  inspected  the  pharmacy  in 
arch  this  year  and  had  found  that  the 
cords  were  meticulously  kept. 
The  committee  decided  to  take  no 
rther  action  in  an  adjourned  case  follow- 
g  conviction  of  a  pharmacist  on  six 
unts  of  altering  prescriptions  with  in- 
jnt  to  defraud,  and  four  counts  of 
deavouring  to  procure  payment  from  a 
fmpany  of  chemists  with  altered 
escriptions. 

A  London  group  of  chemists  and  its 
perintendent  were  warned  about  their 
tore  behaviour  after  admitting  convic- 
>ns  for  offences  involving  the  sale  of 
>isons  and  therapeutic  substances  in  the 
isence  of  a  registered  pharmacist. 
The  Committee's  chairman.  Sir  Gordon 
illmer,  said  the  most  serious  charge 
^s  that,  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
ree  months  the  company  were  employ- 
g  an  unregistered  man,  believing  him 


to    be    a    suitably    qualified  person. 

A  Society's  inspector  said  he  checked 
the  registration  of  a  person  named  Mohan 
who  was  employed  by  the  company  at 
two  premises  for  periods,  one  of  three 
months  and  one  of  four  days.  The  man 
was  not  registered. 

Sir  Gordon  said:  "I  think  it  is  quite 
plain  that  before  engaging  anybody  as  a 
pharmacist,  the  employer  must  satisfy 
himself  that  the  employee  he  proposes  to 
take  on  is,  in  fact,  a  registered  pharma- 
cist. After  all,  not  only  should  he  pro- 
duce a  certificate  but  that  certificate  should 
be  exhibited  on  the  premises  where  that 
man  is  working." 

A  pharmacist  who  admitted  being  con- 
victed of  unlawfully  selling  strychnine 
without  a  valid  permit  and  without  ob- 
taining the  signature  of  the  purchaser, 
appeared  before  the  Committee. 

Mr  P.  St  John  Home,  presenting  the 
facts  to  the  Committee,  said  the  offences 
came  to  light  as  a  result  of  a  visit  by  a 
Society  inspector  who  noticed  irregularities 
in  the  sale  and  supply  of  strychnine  in  the 
poisons  register. 

The  pharmacist  said  he  was  not  aware 
when  he  sold  the  strychnine  that  he  was 
using  an  out-of-date  permit. 

He  said  the  second  offence  was  the 
result  of  a  request  by  the  wife  of  a 
customer  who  came  in  for  the  strychnine, 
saying  she  would  collect  it  later.  It  was 
entered  in  the  book  and  packed  but  she 
did  not  come  back  for  three  or  four  days 
to  collect  it. 

"When  she  did  come  back,  she  took  it 
and  she  was  not  asked  to  sign  the  book. 
If  she  had  come  back  the  same  day  she 
would  have  been  asked  to  sign  for  it." 

Sir  Gordon  said  the  Committee  accepted 
that  these  offences  were  due  merely  to  an 
oversight.  Bearing  in  mind  the  lenient 
view  the  magistrates  seemed  to  have  taken 
of  the  offences,  the  Committee  proposed 
to  take  no  further  action  beyond  warning 
the  pharmacist  "to  be  a  little  more  careful 
in  future". 

NI  Council  agree 
to  'NP'  proposals 

The  recent  agreement  on  "NP"  labelling 
was  considered  at  the  March  meeting,  in 
Belfast,  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Northern  Ireland. 

A  letter  from  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Services  was  read  drawing 
attention  to  the  fact  that  agreement  had 
been  reached  between  the  Department,  the 
Council  of  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  over  a  change  in  procedure 
for  the  labelling  of  dangerous  medicines. 
The  terms  of  the  agreement  to  comply  in 
England  and  Wales  were  set  out  and  it 
was  stated  that  subject  to  the  Council's 
concurrence  it  was  proposed  that  a  simi- 
lar agreement  should  be  observed  in 
Northern  Ireland. 

In  the  discussion  that  followed  it  was 
pointed  out  that  Clause  7  of  the  agree- 
ment dealing  with  prescriptions  for  dan- 
gerous drugs  would  require  the  prescriber 
to  write  his  initials  against  the  letters 
"NP"  on  the  prescription   form   if  the 


name  of  the  preparation  was  to  be  written 
on  the  label.  In  Scotland  the  prescriber 
was  not  required  to  write  his  initials 
against  the  letters  "NP".  It  was  decided 
to  inform  the  Ministry  that  the  Council 
would  agree  to  the  terms  set  out  subject 
to  the  deletion  of  Clause  7. 

Correspondence  was  also  considered 
regarding  the  issue  of  MAOI  warning 
cards.  Mr  O'Rourke  said  he  had  already 
raised  the  matter  with  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union  and  Mr  Goulding  of 
the  NPU  would  be  prepared  to  send  a 
supply  of  the  cards  when  available  to 
pharmacies  in  Northern  Ireland.  Hos- 
pitals, the  Belfast  Co-operative  Chemists 
and  Messrs  Boots  could  receive  supplies 
from  the  secretary  of  the  Society  who 
would  also  send  letters  to  Mr  Goulding 
to  be  enclosed  with  the  issue  of  cards. 

Copies  of  the  provisional  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Boundaries  Commissioner  had 
been  obtained  and  in  order  to  obtain  as 
accurately  as  possible  the  spread  of 
population  throughout  the  Province  the 
situation  of  each  doctor's  surgery  was 
being  plotted.  When  this  had  been  done 
a  siting  of  pharmacies  would  be  added. 

The  president  referred  to  an  item  that 
had  appeared  on  the  agenda  for  the 
February  meeting.  This  was  the  co-option 
of  a  registered  druggist  to  the  Council  to 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Mr  R.  M.  Watson.  A  letter  had  been  sent 
to  each  of  the  nine  registered  druggists 
asking  whether  anyone  would  be  willing 
to  serve  on  the  Council.  When  the  last 
meeting  was  held  seven  of  the  nine  had 
replied  stating  their  unwillingness  to  act. 
Since  then  Mr  R.  S.  Adair,  Newry,  had 
intimated  that  he  was  willing  to  act. 
It  was  agreed  to  co-opt  Mr  Adair  to  the 
Council  as  the  representative  of  the  regis- 
tered druggists. 

The  president  reported  that  arrange- 
ments had  been  made  for  a  dinner  to  be 
held  in  the  Culloden  Hotel  on  Wednesday, 
May  3,  to  which  representatives  of  other 
professional  bodies  would  be  invited. 

Mr  J.  Kerr  reported  on  the  meeting  of 
the  Commonwealth  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation Conference  held  in  Melbourne. 

Following  correspondence  received  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Social  Ser- 
vices the  president  said  that  pharmacists 
had  received  a  copy  of  a  statement  made 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  Westminster, 
about  the  use  of  hexachlorophane.  In  the 
circumstances  the  Council  did  not  consider 
it  necessary  to  take  any  further  action. 

A  letter  from  a  solicitor  writing  on 
behalf  of  a  pharmacist  to  whom  the 
secretary  had  written  following  a  com- 
plaint that  the  pharmacist  had  been  res- 
ponsible for  advertisements  being  posted 
round  a  particular  area  in  Northern  Ire- 
land was  read.
